NEW YORK, July 1—In reply to a 


message today Judge 
George 
Gray 


said 'positively he would not accept 
the nomination for either 
president 


or vice president. 


Denver, Colo., July 1.—The boom of 


Judge George Gray. for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination was 
formally launched when headquarters 
•were opened in the Savoy note'. They 
•were arranged several hours in ad- 
vance of the arrival of Mr. Marvel, 


. and a corps of experts bill stickers 


were going about the hotels putting 
uj> lithographs of the Delaware candi- 
date. No other pictures have been 
placeu ^s yet, and the Gray men se- 
cured the most prominent places in 
the lobbies of all the leading hotels. 
The headquarters were thrown open 
after the arrival of Manager Marvel, 
but because of the late hour at which 
he put in an appearance the Gray 
boom was not put into active opera- 
tion. 


The Johnson headquarters will not 


be opened for several days, and the 
date on which the Bryan banners will 
be thrown out has not yet been deter- 
' mined, but it will bevon Saturday or 
Sunday, after the arrival of the Ne- 


Although candidates for the nomi- 


nation for vice president are numer- 
ous,' and despite the fact that their 
number is very likely to be largely 
Increased before a choice is act- 
ually made, it is the general opinion 
among such leaders of the party that 
are now here that if George Gray of 
Delaware will declare his willing- 
ness to accept the second place on the 
ticket he can have it. Josiah Marvel 
of Wilmington, Del., the manager of 
•the Gray presidential campaign, who 
is now in Denver, will not, however, 
..give his consent. He insists that the 
Delaware man is a candidate for -first 
place, and when it has been settled 
that he can not have first place it will 
be ample time to place him in running 
for the, secondary position, provided 
he cares to take it. Mr. Marvel do 
nies, however, that Judge Gray will 
be satisfied with anything less than 
the head of the ticket. It is well 
known that Mr. Bryan would be pleas- 
ed to have Judge Gray for the vice 
presidential candidate. 


It is certain that there will be a 


strong fight in the committee on res- 
olutions and possibly on the floor of 
tha convention itself over the anti- 
injunction plank. Word'has come in- 


-^lifectly from Lincoln that Mr. Bryan 


Is in favor of a plank of a somewhat 
radical nature, and it Is certain that 
suqh men as Roger Sullivan, national 
committeeman 
from 
Illinois, 
and 


Chairman Taggart of the 
national 


committee, are strongly opposed to it. 
Sullivan gave out a statement in 
which he favored "equal rights before 
the law," and used other expressions 
of a similar character which were 
construed to mean that he was op- 
posed to a strong anti-injunction 
plank. Sullivan denies that he intend- 
1 ed to convey the impression that he 


planned to fight the anti-injunction 
plank, but it is generally believed that 
i.e is against extreme language in this 
part of the resolutions. It is well 
known that between Mr. Bryan ard 
Mr. Sullivan' and other 
influential 


members of the Illinois delegation TM 
particular amqjint of love is lost, and 
report§,have been circulated that if an 
anti-injunction plank is adopted more 
radical in its character than the Illi- 
nois people feel that they can approve, 
that the state, when it comes to bal- 
loting for president, will break away 
from its Bryan instructions. 
Sullivan 


denied this^ emphatically. He said: 
"We were told to stick for Bryan, and 
•we are going to stick. 
I do not be- 


lieve that any platform fight can 
change cur present program.

SMASH WINDOWS 


London Suffragettes Make Attack on 


House of Commons. 


London, July 1. — Contrasted with 


the recent orderly and impressive suf- 
fragette 
demonstrations, the latest 


demonstration was a comparative fail- 
ure and calculated rather to injure 
than advance the cause it intended to 
serve. Nothing like the number of 
suffragettes anticipated appeared on 
the scene, and the affair seamed to 
lack a definite plan and organization. 
The real leaders in the attack on tho 
house of commons, in fact, remained 
behind at Caxton hall, reserving them- 
selves, as they now explain, for an- 
other projected invasion of parliament 
on Thursday. The police, mounted 
and on foot, were in strong force in 
the vicinity of parliament, and for two 
or three hours that neighborhood was 
the 
scene of riots and skirmishes 


through the efforts of the suffragettes 
to break through the cordon and reach 
the lobby of the house of commons. 
Numfc'ous ruses and disguises were 
employed for this purpose, but nona 
succeeded, and in the end 29 of the 
women were arrested, including two 
bold spirit"? who drove in a cab to 
Downing street and threw stones and 
smashed the windows of the ptemier's 
residence, and others who chartered 
boats on the Thames and tried to
